As speculation mounts 


Devaluation under new gov’t 
not as certain as it might seem

The headway being made by Yitzhak Rabin in 
setting up a new government has been accompanied 
by a surge of speculation about an impending deve- 
luation. But it is questionable whether devaluation 
is either likely or all that desirable. 

As & result of the devaluation rumours, Natad 
and black dollar rates have advanced. Import orders 
are being speeded up, and prepaid as far as pos- 
sible, while collection of export proceeds is being 
delayed, as well as transfers from abroad. This has 
produced a worsened balance-of-payments position, 
while demand for tocal credits is mounting in spite 
of the exorbitant financing ‘costs, which may easily 
exceed two per cent monthly. ; 

These are, of course, partly the inevitable effects 
of our snowballing inflation. But-they are now 
being reinforced by the consideration that steps 
(devaluation) which could not be carried out by 
8 lame-duck government might be expected from 
a new one, with a longer lease of life. Furthermore, 
Finance Minister Pinhas Sapir's staumch oppositivn 
to devaluation is all too well known; but what if he 
does not remain at the helm? In particular, if an 
understanding is reached reducing defence tension 
for the time being, wil] not the Government use 
the opportunity to put Israel's economic house in 
better order? 

Nevertheless, this reasoning is not qute conclusive. 
Eminent economists have indeed suggested that a 
devaluation will have to be resorted to within a 
yeer or so. Some even consider it a precondition 
for economic recovery. Sut then, economic textbooks 
do not take full account of the complexities faced 
by Isreel's coalition governments. 

Rabin will in particular heave to move very 
cautiously In order to keep his slim majority, 
and while he may manage to hold it 
together on matters of foreign policy or welfare, 
he will be hard put to avoid rebeliion in matters 
which may impinge upon sectional interests of 
his coalition partners, be they trade unions or 
the professional middie classes. It would be little 
short of a miracle if he ventured to start econo- 
mic reforming in earnest. 

From the practical, short-term angle, however, he is 
{ikely to shun devaluation no lesg than hag Mr. 
Sapir. One hag to bear in mind that for import 
purposes, the rate of exchange of Israel's currency 
fs anyway 115.25 per dollar, and that for exports 
over 135.50. To produce tangible results the (official? 
rate of exchange would have to be raised to at least 
ΤῈ per dollar, Le. by over 40 per cent. 

But even such a whopping rise in the exchange 
rate might prove of little avail for reducing the 
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country’s import bill as long as private consumption 
is protected by the co. allowance, unemployment 
is prevented by programmes financed out of the 
Government deficit, and investments are boosted 
by incentives and defence orders irrespective of 
labour shortage and other bottlenecks — afl of which 
are currently taken for granted. 

Neither ig devaluation likely to increase Israel's 
export proceeds substantially in these circumstances. 
Its major beneficiaries are likely ta be ποῖ the 
exporting industries, but rather the recipients of 
transfers from abroad {German restituees, foreign 
investors, and the National Funds.) And its im- 
mediate result is likely to be massive conversion 
of foreign currency, and yet more local spending, 
increasing the inflationary pressure instead of reduc- 
ing it. 

In order to fend off these unwelcome effects, and 
to produce positive results, the devaluation must be 
accompanied by a whole set of other measures 
(cuts in subsidies and other government spending, 
tax and wage reform. credit squeeze). which would 
let the economy — and the people — adjust them- 
selves to the new, more realistic, exchange rate 
in spite of the inconveniences and the hardships 
involved. However, such a process needs time and 
cannot be popular. It can work only by resort to 
market forces, which is anathema to most of the 
public in this country. Rabir wiil probably think 
twice before adopting such a course. 

‘There ls no gainsaying that something will have 
to be done before long in order to aid exports, and 
in particular to arrest the rapid rise in imports. 
But uus could be done ever without full-scale de- 
valuation: by increasing the export incentives and 
by upping the flat import Jevy {from its current 25 
per cent.) 

As a matter of fact, such a course has been sug- 
gested by the Likud opposition: and there is no 
reason why it should mot be adopted by the Govern- 
ment. 

Perhaps a still better device would be to follow 
Italy's example end re-introduce the import 
deposits, which were hastily scrapped after the war 
ln an attempt to sveed up clearing goods piled up 
in the ports. The deposits would not only increase 
the cost of imported commodities, just lke added 
tariffs, they could also absorb substantial amounts 
ef purchasing power — much better than a tariff 
ike would — and thus reinforce the credit squeeze 
which the Bank of Israe] Js vainly attempting to 
maintain. To be sure, the effects of such a measure 
would necessarily be limited and temporary. But 
one may doubt whether more can be expected for 
the time being.

- BETTER BUSINESS PRACTICE

Irving Lutzky, an immigrant from 

the U.S. who teaches at Hebrew 
University, will soon be receiving 
a letter of apology from the central 
Fiat garage in Jerusalem. When the 
letter arrives, it will mark the end 
of his battle against what he ‘be- 
lieves to be a very, very question- 
able business practice. ᾿ 

For the 30-year-old advocate who 
handled Mr. Lutzky’s case (without 
charge}, the victory is not an end, 
but a beginning. Jonathan Livny 
told The Jerusalem Post this week: 
“It's high time the Isreeli public 
begins to realize that consumer pro- 
tection is a meaningless concept 
as long as people shun the courts. 
Israelis must wake up to their rights 
as consumers.” 

This is the Lutzky legend: Late 
last year Professor Lutzky drove 
his new Fiat 125 imto the garage 
for the 10,000 km. check-up, Being 
a methodical man, he first read 
through his owner's manual to see 
what the check-up entailed. 

Prof. Lutzky handed the garage 
manager the keya to his car, along 
with a list of things to be done: 
“change motor oil and filter; chan- 
ge transmission and rear axle oil; 
change air filter; lubricate front 
wheel dearings and distributor; and 
clean spark plugs, ignition points 
and carburettor.” 

The professor also left his tele- 
phone number and requested that if 
anything else should ‘be deemed 
necessary, the garage notify him 
Prior to any additional work, 

When he returned to pick his car 
up a few days later, Prof. Lutzky 
was handed a bill for 1L345.70. The 
not-so-absent-minded professor, an 
avid reader, thought the itemized 
bill would make interesting reading. 
He was right.

TEL AVIV. — Tourism Minister 
Moshe Kol yesterday announced that 
his Ministry intends to slow down 
new hotel construction in view of 
tourist and the 
situation in the ‘building trade. He 
said this wonld be done by apply- 
ing stricter investment requirements 
to holders of hotel building permits 
who have not yet begun construc- 

ton, 

He added that such permits cover- 
ed a total of 11,000 hotel rooms 
from grade three up. 

From now on, investors embark- 
ing on construction will have to 
show that they have put up half 
the estimated cost into the build- 
ing (formerly the requirement was 
38 per cent) before the Ministry's 
company for the development of 
tourist enterprises releases any 
part of the Government's loans or 
one allocated to the specific pro- 
Jee! 

Thereupon the Government funds 
will be released in proportion to 
the progress of construction. 

Holders of permits for construc- 
tion of apartment hotels will have 
to put up 75 per cent of the es- 
timated cost ‘before they are eligtble 


for state aid Mr. Kol explained 
that this was because builders of 
such hotels sold at least part of 
apartments in the course of con- 
struction and therefore’ had addi- 
tional furids available. 

The Minister pointed out that he 
had managed to exclude hotels from 
the law freezing construction of 
all public buildings, although no 
new permits have been issued for 
more than a year. He admitted that 
more recently, he had ‘begun to 
have doubts about the advisability 
of going ahead with the completion 
of the 3,000 hotel rooms now under 
construction, but ultimately decided 
not to change the Ministry’s policy 
in this respect. Mr. Kol stressed 
that hotels were a vital sector of 
the tourist industry,a major source 
of the Treasury's foreign currency 
revenue, and that he had full con- 
fidence In its rapid recovery. 

The Minister and his Director- 
General, Hanoch Givton, said that 
of the 8,000 tourist-clasd hotel 
rooms under construction, some 
2,500 would be completed this year, 
bringing the total to 22,500 rooms. 

Meanwhile, tourism figures, which 
in February drew level with those 
for the same month last year, be- 
gan to drop again in the latter 
part of April as result of the in-

Mr. Givton emphasized, however, 
that the security situation was only 
partly responsible for the drop.

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Canada stops nuclear Appeal to help 
aid shipments to India 


Canadian External Aftairs Min- 
ister Mitchell Sharp said yesterday 
his government, was suspending 5}} 
nuclear equipment and material ship- 
ments to India and ending all ex- 
changes on nuclear technology. 

Canada is also reviewing future 
relations between the two countries 
and may stop shipments of other 
industrial commodities, Mr. Sharp 
told a news conference following a 
lengthy Cabinet meeting. But there 
will be no interruption of food and 
agricultural aid to India. 

The steps are in response to the 
nuclear device detonated by India 
last Saturday, following 18 years 
of close cooperation with Canada 
on nuclear power and research pro- 
grammes. 

Although Indian Prime Minister 
Indira Gandhi has said India's in- 
tentions in conducting the nuclear 
explosion last week were purely 
peaceful, other nations continued to 
protest yesterday. Pakistan’s Foreign

STOCKHOLM {UPI). — The Swed- 
ish Electrolux Company, world

Angry reaction to Ex-Im Bank 
loan of $180m. to USSR

WASHINGTON. ς and

grant a U.S. Export-Import Bank 
foan of διδότω. to the Soviet Union. 
The loan, at a low six per cent 
interest, is the largest credit ever 
extended to the Soviet Union by 
the, U.S. It. is intended. to, héip 
finance .construction of ammonia 
fertilizer plants, chemical storage 
facilities and a 1,200 mile pipeline 

in the Soviet Union. 

for the huge loan 
were worked out largely by Dr. Ar- 
mand Hammer, whose Occidertal 
Petroleum Corporation will import 
the fertilizera produced in the So- 
viet Union, in exchange for Amer- 
ican chemical goods. 

The loan, which had been under 
consideration for. several months, 
was approved on Tuesday by the 
Bank's Boerd of Directors only af- 
ter President Nixon personally in- 
tervened to push for the positive 
decision. The delay had been due 
to strong Congressional opposition. 

‘That opposition has stemmed from 
many quarters in ‘Congress dis- 
satisfied with the Administration’s 
quick movement toward detente 
with the Soviet Union. Among the 
opponents have been congressmen 
who support American Jewish de- 
mands that any further trade con- 
cessions to the Russians be linked 
to a liberalization of Soviet emi- 
gration policy. . 

The ‘battle In Congress has been 
complicated, centring on two pieces 
of legislation in both houses. One, 
the Trade Reform Act of 1973, 
potentially includes the of 
the amendment, introduced by Sena- 
tor Henry Jackson, which would 
deny the Administration the autho- 
rity to grant most-favoured-nation 
treatment, and preferential credit 
such as that approved this week, 
until Soviet emigration policy is 
opened up.

Serpico (Dekel, Tel Avivi is αὶ 
true-story thriller based on Peter 
Maas’ best-seller about corruption 
in the New York City Police De- 
partment and a crusading cop's 
fight against it. 

Frank Serpico, the son of Italian 
immigrants, was a New York plain- 
clothes policeman who was appal- 
led by the corruption he found in 
the Force. Himself untainted, for a 
number of years he waged a one- 
man fight against it, incurring the 
bitter enmity of most of his col- 
jeagues. At last, finding that his 
complaints to his superiors brought 
πὸ resuits, he and a couple of 
other policemen went to the “New 
York Times” and gave the paper 
the whole detalied story. Learning 
of pending publication, the Mayor 
set up an investigating committee 
(the “Knapp Commission") which, 
apparently, did bring about im- 
provements and dismissals. As for 
Serpico himself, he resigned from 
the Force after being promoted to

“I hope we can give the blind of 
this country, as well es the public, 
a sort of insulin shock,” Dr. Freid 
told me.

ists. Next he was employed by the 
eéecentric Englishwoman, Miss New- 
ton, who Rated Jews, but treated 
him with zreat understanding. She 
even allowed him to replace a cru- 
cifix outside his door with a mez- 
zuza. She treated him and his fa- 
Ὁ kindness until 
1928, incidentally enabling him to 
meet the Grand Mufti, and then 
suddenly threw him out of her 
house. 

Adin became the driver of Gen- 
eral Gross, anc drove the General 
during the riots of 1929. Incidental- 
ly, he also served in Hagana, help- 
ing to 2cquirs 116 5.81 arms. He left 
the General to drive a taxi again, 
became a founder member of Eg- 
ged, but sold his share in the co- 
operative to form a taxi coopera- 
tive. Then came the 1936 Arab re- 
volt, and from then on riots and 
wars continued indefinitely. So did 
Adin. 

After the State was established, 
and quieter times prevailed, he be- 
came the driver of the Hadassah 
ear that carried the Organization's 
presidents, members of the National 
Board, and visiting V.LP.s around 
the country. Everyone appreciated 
Adin’s unfailing affability and zood 
humour as much as his driving 
skill and knowledge of the country. 
When ke retired at 65, Hadassah 
presented him with a car. He has 
since changed it for two others, for 
he is still eating up the Kilometres, 
all set to reach his five milion 
in the coming decade. 

One of his proudest claima 15 that 
he has never had a road accident 
and has never received ἃ summons 
for a Griving offence. He intends 
to keep his record clean. 

“I've lived most of my life under 
conditions of tension and danger," 
he says, “but I can only say that 
they seem to agree with me. I 
wish everyone my age felt as fit 
as I do. And I'm going ta go on 
driving — I hope till I reach a 
hundred and twenty.”

He can 
attend and take the chair when- 
ever he wishes. His non-atten-

With the situation ἱπ the 
Chief Rabbinate and its Coun- 
cil unlikely to change, and with 
elections nearly four years off, 
Rabbi Yosef would be well ad- 
vised to take the initiative in 
seeking out for himself areas 
of action and influence beyond 
the formal, organizational con- 
fines of the Chief Rabbinate. As 
an outstanding scholar and as a 
man of humility and compassion, 
he could offer much-needed_spi- 
ritual guidance to ic Jews 
— especially the younz — in 
Israel and abroad. He could re- 
vive the pastoral function of the 
Chief Rabbinate which has been 
so neglected but is at least as 
important as its organizational 
aspect. :

The 91-year-old Arab was talking to his 
grandson Ziat and Ziat's best friend, Avra- 
ham Machsumi. The 17-year-old Jewish boy

It was Wednesday night in the Abu Tor 
quarter of Jerusalem. Throughout the city 
soldiers and reinforced police units patrolled 
the streets as part of a general alert against 
terrorist incursions. A kilometre due north 
from Abu Tor, journalists in the King David 
Hotel were filing stories indicating that Dr. 

i rs cease-fire efforts had hit some 
serious snags. But in Abu Ali's house, these 
matters seemed remote. In one corner, the 
two boys’ mothers were knitting. A.vraham’s 
father, Haim i, sat on the couch 
with Abu Ali drinking mint tea. 

The two men’s houses were only 20 
metres apart but until 1967 they were 56- 
parated by the border which divided Jeru- 
salem into two cities, The Six Day War had 
removed the barbed wire between them, 
changing Fem: from nosainel enemies into 
neighbours. 8 years ago, ‘erusalem 
Post described the warm relations which 
had developed between the two families. 
The return visit was to see how this rela- 
tionship had survived the Yom Kippur War 
and the recent terroriam. 

“Our relations are stronger than ever,” 
said Haim, who works as a janitor in the 
Finance Ministry offices. 

“We just don’t discuss politics." 

Every Saturday afternoon, Abu Ali brings 
a finjan of hot coffee up the slope to Haim 
and his wife, Rachel. “He knows we're re- 
Jigious and that we don’t boil water on 
Shabbat," says Haim, “so lie insists on 
bringing us coffee. He says we drink coffee 
during the week and that we should have 
it on Saturday too.”
